"Tbe nefarious work of painting cof- 
fee with chrome green goes on, aod 
nith the merchant there must rest a 
tearful responsibility, for it is a self 
evident proposition that when the mer 
chant ceases to sell an article that will 
sorely injure, and perhaps destroy, the 
li»*n of his fellows, the occupation of 

It is probable that tho great majori- 
tj of retail merchants are ignorant of 
tie truth, and that the circular of the 
Messrs. Arbuoklc is well timed. It 
concludes: 

"In looking around for a cause, we 
wtro not long in discovering that a 
strange manipulation of the article was 
going on, and further investigation re- 
veals tbe fact that the demand for the 
minipolated article is so large that the 
wheels of one establishment never 
cexee, day or night, to run. 

Not curiosity alone, but a suspicion 
that tbe ingredients used in painting 
green coffees were not so harmless as 
represented, led us to send a party en 
gaged in tbe business 10 pounds of 
coffee, in order that he might show us 
proof of what he oould do in the way 
of preparing coffee so as to deceive the 
uniuspeeting public II - skill in thil 
direction at once conviuced us that it 
was our bouodeu duty to place tbe 10 
pounds so prepared in tbe hands of ao 
able chemist for analysis, which we 
did.

Regarding the process which these 
materials undergo whi\e being oonvert 
ed into paper. Io the first place, the 
straw is cut up fine and passed 
through afaouiug mill, which separates 
from it all tbe grain aud all the grams 
and particles of dust. It is tben put 
into huge rotary boilers, running uu« 
der eighty pouuds of steam pressure, 
where it is boiled and cleansed io a 
strong solution of caustic alkali, after 
which it is emptied into vats and 
: thrown up into washing engines filled 
with water; there the alkali is extracted, 
aud chlorine is added for the purpose 
of whitening it. After remaining here 
until tho pulp is thoroughly washed it 
is emptied into large vats, where it is 
left to bleach for twenty-four hours. 
That pulp in this stage is as white as 
driven snow, and is one mass of fine 
silky Gbre.

Th>; \'«Ltow Fever —The yellow 

fever at Memphis continues to iocreaee 
daily, aud has at last been proclaimed 
epidemic. There are froa 20 to 10 new 
eases reported daily, and tho death rate 
from 1 to S. The number of now cases, 
considering the population now iu the 
city, shows tho disease quito as bad as 
laat season, but the fatality is consider- 
ably leas. Two-thirds of the new oases 
ore among tho colored people, and it is 
ravaging them fearful. There are in the 
city, now, between 2,000 and 3,000 whites, 
and about 11,000 blacks— the blacks rer- 
siaiiug in refusing to leave the city or go 
into camp. 

Two supposed cases havo occurred at 
CoriBtk, Miss., and tho population of that 
town arc flying in every diroction. These 
cases are not imported, but supposed to 
have been caught from contact with Mem- 
phis refugee*. Numbers of eases have 
occurred iu differont placos, among refu- 
gees from Memphis, but the Corinth cases 
ate the only ones which give any signs 
of its spreading among people outside tho 
infoctcd District of Memphis.

All unoccupied houses to be 
kept opened up and ventilated dur- 
ing at least four daws in each week. 

Xo further notice will be given, 
but all persons failing to comply 
with the above instructions will be 
forthwith proceeded against and 
fined to the full extent of the law 
— fifty dollars for each day they 
fail to comply. 

It is to be hoped thai every citi- 
zen will promptly and cheerfully 
comply with the loregoiug require- 
ments, and do all in their power to 
keep our city in a good sanitary 
condition.

It shall not be lawful for 
any railroad to bring any passenger, 
baggage, freight or other article in- 
to the City of Hickman from any 
place where there is yellow fever. 

Sec. 4. Any person violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be subject to a fine not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars to be re- 
covered by warrant beiore the City 
Court of Hickman. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of 
the City Marshal * | rt nt :mv 
violations of this pvitln ..»'•••. and if 
necessary to execute the staie, or
